rant session . '. - When , Speaker . : .Henderson 
lifted the gavel to call; the'Housef to order 
at noon today; he was treated to an ovation 
for it was realised that it was the last time 
that bo would open a^seisidn'of the: House 
of Reprewntattves.vrBeforo the .opening, 
however, a similar ojfatlon had been given 
to Representative Cannon who j a regarded 
as the assured Sptfeker of ' the next House 
and many 'bearty.'cdngratulationB were ex- 
tended; The Rouse .presented a brilliant 
scene for some time ^before the hour of noon 
The^galteries were^.. filled with brightly 
dressed women and. the floral , tributes sent 
to tba Representatives were ' many and 
beautiful;. The acene was'riot"' Without its 
somber side, however, for three desks in 
tho lower chamber was draped with crepe 
and covered with flowers, r--They were those 
formerly, occupied by Representatives Rua- 
sel of Connecticut, and deGraifenreid and 
bheppard of Texas.

Senator Frye predicts" that there 
will be anti-trust legislation which will be 
in tho nature of an amendment to tho Sher- 
man law and will. conform 1 ; to. tbo reccom- 
mendatlona of' Attorney General Knox as 
they were voiced in.bis'now/fairioiis Pitts- 
burg speech. - Mr. Frye said that ho could 
see no possible objections to such legisla- 
tion and that bo belieyed 'Congress stood 
ready to bo amend the law as to make It 
meet those requirements which tho Attorn- 
ey General had learned from experience to 
be essential.

Tbe craw rushed to the yawlboats 
only to find them frozen to the .rigging so 
that it was impossible to launch them. 
* On the deck of the steadier lay a small 
flot-hoUoiued boat;- used by the -crew for 
fisbing when lying in port. Thie- was got- 
ten over, the side, hut no nooner struck the 
water than it filled. In this extreme peril 
the first and second; .mates took the rolls of 
heroes. Fastening lines about their. bodies 
they went oyer the side -and dropped into 
the plunging BkifT. They succeeded in 
Vailing, the: water from the; boat, and. start- 
ed .for the shore. .._ 

- The mates! : whb carried a small line from 
the wrecked steamer, succeeded in escaping 
tho crash as their frail! craft struck, and 
soon had made the line fasti: A running 
line w'ob rigged and a boatswain's chair 
was got ready, for use. , 

Miss Jennie-Barnes, cook on the steamer 
was lhe.fi ret person to cross the stormy 
gulf between the boat and the mainland. 
Tbe'men in the crew followed in their turns, 
all reaching the Bhore drenched by the bit- 
terspray.from the breakers. Captain Geo. 
D. Ryan;. was the last to leave tho doomed 
vessel, and it was with tba greatest diffi- 
culty that he was rescued, By this time' 
thechair had, been fouled, and he was 
forced to make^the trip, band oyer hand. 
-Shortly after daylight,; Oscar Carlson j 
keeper of the old copper mine near. the 
scene of the wreck, • saw. the distressed ves- 
sel, and, with his Bon, hastened to "render 
oFsistanc eto the crew. The shore where 
the boat' struck was" unusually forbidding, 
and bore no sign of. human habitation for

It Is no longer In the ex- 
perimental stage and' undoubtedly Congress 
will continue to Incrcoie tbe appropriation 
for' this' service until all tbe people of the 
country nre reached, where It Is thickly 
enough settled to warrant It Tho esti- 
mates of the department, ere to the effect 
that the available territory Mr this servlco 
cmbmccH About 1,000,000 square" ssfi;*, or 
oncthlrtl of tbe country area cxcluilrt *i 
Alnaha. Tho 11,050 routes now In operation 
coTer about one-third of tbe available terrl* 
tory. From this It will be seen that It Will 
require 27,000 employes additional to those 
now In the Bcrvlco to cover this territory.

In the 
ScnntQ fifty members are ench on seven 
different committors nud fourteen ore on 
eight committees, Tlio membrs of a com- 
mittee nre supposed to be Hpccinllsts on 
particular subjects besides having n fair- 
ly comprehensive knowledge of any and 
nil subjects which moy.come before Die 
Scnntc from all other, committees, 

The short session of Congress Is si- 
ways ono of hurry, Beginning tho first 
Monthly in December, It ends by'law on 
Mnreh 4. Out of this the holiday vaca- 
tion is token, so but two mid a ho if 
months nre left for work. - 

The appropriation bills muBt of neces- 
sity bo passed, for without money even 
Uncle Sam cannot keep tlio wheels of 
government turning, Thou there nre new 
measures of great importance to be con- 
sidered at tlio present session. Perhaps 
tbe most important new matter will he 
the eon side ration of null-trust legisla- 
tion. It Is thought not unlikely that mi 
uiuendmeut of tlio Sherman nmbtnwt 
law on tbo lines suggested by Attorney 
General Knox may receive tlio approval 
of Congress. 

The judiciary committees will hnve 
cbnrgo of trust legislation. Senator 
nonr is chairman of the Senate commit- 
tee. The. chairmanship of tho ITouse 
judiciary committee la", vacant by roaaoii 
of Representative Bay's appointment to 
the federal bench in Now York. Hla 
mnntlo will undoubtedly fall to Bopro- 
flontntivc JunkliiBof Wisconsin. . 

Tha measure to protect the -President 
has already passed, both houses, but so 
far apart In Us provisions that It must 
again be dealt with before It can bo 
agreed on. The contest orer Cuban reci- 
procity which generated so much warmth 
during the first session will again come 
up. There Is doubt of tho fight being re- 
newad'ln tho ways nnd means commit- 
tees. Tbo prospects are thnt tha matter 
will bo considered In tho form of a tronty, 
In -which event it will bo discussed behind 
closed doors. 

One. of the most interesting measures 
heforo this Hessian Is tho ship subsidy 
bill. It In predicted thnt a strong effort 
will be mnde to get it through Ihe'Hotiao, 
it having already punned tho Senate, 
The'ee'nro but a'few of lluTmotters that 
will keep our InwmnkerB* busy during tho 
scunt thrco mouths of tlio short session.

They Are Tropoariiteil Kltiier bj-Hoot or 
byBccd, Which Must Bo Killed. 
There' nre two classes of weeds— 
those that com o from seeds nnd those 
which are propagated principally by 
means of their .Toots. Weeds which 
spring up from seeds can bo destroyed 
by. successively bringing the seeds .In 
the soli .to the surface, whero they 
germinate. The seeds of: some weeds 
linvb.grcntT Vitality nnd remain In tlio 
soli for years. Some ore inclosed. In 
clods and nro jretalncd for another 
season, bnt when the clods nre broken 
nnd the weed seeds exposed to warmth 
near the surface, they are put out of 
existence by the burrow ns soon as 
they germ Inn te, for which reason It Is 
impossible to' clear a piece of land 
from weeds In n senson unless every 
clod Is .pulverized.. The. of t-repcabed 
inquiry. " Whence come the weeds?" 
may be answered: "From tbe clods," 
aays tiio Philadelphia Record. The 
weeds that spring from roots are cut 
up, checked and prevented from grow- 
ing by frequent cultivation, because 
tbey cannot exist for it great length of 
time unless permitted to grow. If no 
loaves are nllowed on such plants tbey 
perlab from suffocation, becnuse tbey 
breathe tbrough the ngency of tbe 
lenves. The advantages derived by 
tho sollin tho work of weed destruc- 
tion reduces the cost of warfare on the 
weeds,~for every. time tbe harrow or 
cultlvntor Is used the manure Is more 
intimately mixed with the boII, more 
clods aro broken, n greater proportion 
of plhnt food Is offered to tbe roots, 
the loss of moisture Is lessened and tho 
capacity of the plants of the crop- to 
securo more food Is increased. The 
cost of the. destruction "fa weeds should 
not bo charged' to the-nccounts of a 
single year only, as thorough work 
during n season mny obliterate tbsj 
weeds entirely, or so' reduce their num- 
ber as to mnfee the- cost of their de- 
struction during succeeding years but 
a trifle.

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ARMY EXPENSES DECREASED. 



Secretary Jloot Submits Kstiniote for 
III* Pepartment. 

The.Sccretary of War has given spe- 
cial attention to the. estimate* of the 
War Department for tho fiscal year end- 
ing June SO, 100-1. These estimates", as 
iubmlttcd to, the ; Secretary of the 
Trensury,"to be Included in th« hook of 
estimates submitted to Congress, show 
a net decrease of ^l.^O^OO ln^ tho 
amounts asked for under all tha different 
appropriations subject to. the control of 
the War Department, ns compared with 
the estimates for 1003, and a net de- 
crease of SSO^T.OOO/ db compared with 
tho. amounts npproprlntod - for the cur- 
rent fiscal year.. 

The esttrahtes for tho military o*tnb- 
Hshment show a net reduction of $21,- 
802,021 from the estlmates-for 1003 and 
a net reduction of $14,207,110 from the 
total amount appropriated under thin 
head" for tlie present 0«chl year. 

.The largest items of decrease appear 
under tho following titles of appropria- 
tion: 

Pay, etc., of the nrray, $3,013,431; sub- 
sistence of tho army, $3,001,044;* bar-., 
racks and quarters, Plilllpplao Islands, 
$1,000,000; army transportation,. $0,000,- 
000; cavalry and artillery horses, MSO,- 
000; military post exchanges, §500,000; 
army general hospitals, $200,000; contin- 
gent futtds,~$40,64O. 

Excluding *'rlver arid harbor lmpru>4r 
mciits, theeBtlm'ates for the Wnr Depnrt- 
meut for oncli.of the lost five fiscal years 
shbw .nn* average annual decrease from 
tho estimates of the previous years of 
about $44,600,000. 

' The Increase of $1,410,000 for harrncks 
and quarters Is due £o resumption of 
work on now nnd reconstruction of ninny 
of the old posts, rendered necessary by 
tho increase in llierogaiur nrriiy.

Cement for . Buildings. 
Cement construction o£ ln.rgo bmldmga 
lirifl been introduced in iiinny localities and 
baa met with so much . favor as to create. 
tW anticipation of a : ccmeut.era in the" 
near future. The facility o£ .construction' 
und consenncnt economy, combined with 
the handsome effects obtained and possi- 
bilities '6E fire resistance, makes tbe new; 
constructive material tilt'rnctive. Contrac- 
tors' hnyo erected "Inrgo* factor^ buildincs 
nnd. other commercial /structure's, apart- 
ment houses and si ngto dwellings, store 
buildings and. many other buildings with 
wnlla composed entirely of cement and - tlio 
results have been decidedly satisfactory. 
The successes achieved by" these, early op- 
erations warrant tho prediction that this 
ehnmcler of construction will (level opo 
rapidly in the next, few- years. It raises 
new questions that have not entered into 
the adoption of - regulations governing 
buildings erected with other materials and 
it is not too soon for city building depart- 
ments to ho considering what precautions 
shall be required in putting up. cement 
buildings. 

An accident occurred in Chicago only n 
few days ago, tho" repetition ef which 
tbouhl be guarded against by builders and 
ordinance matters. A largo apartment 
building is in course of construction. It 
is to ho fire proof, and the floors will be of 
cement. Ordinarily this class of flooring 
is laid on supports until it becomes, dry, 
when the supports can ho removed with 
safety. It seems that the cement floors in 
these flats wero laid some three weeks prior 
to tho accident, nnd it was supposed that 
they would be thoroughly dry in that time., 
iBul while workmen were engaged in knock- 
ing out these supports, a section of the 
fifth floor fell with a great crash, dropping 
through the remaining floors to the base- 
ment, A hole SOxlOO feet was made from 
the fifth floor down by the force of the ma- 
terial thus pcrcipitated to the basement. 
One workman wns killed by the crash und 
others. were injured. Upon investigation 
by the building inspector it was found that 
the concrete was still moist and - crumbled 
readily, 

.Necessarily where thick masses of con- 
crete are used the drying process is slow. 
It is apparent that great care should be 
taken where a great thickness of this ma- 
terial is used In places where great weight 
is to be carried, to allow ample -time for 
thorough drying before the frame work is 
. removed.

No cnriulry tins ever occupied ft higher, 
piano of material weH-bolng than oiirs 
at the present moment This well-being 
b due to no sudden or accidental causes, 
but to the play of the economic forces 
hi this country for over a century.-to our 
laws, enr'BUstfllncd nnd continuous poli- 
cies; above all, to tho high Individual ov- 
erage of our citizenship. Of course, when 
tfae conditions hnve fnvorcd the growth 
of so much that was good, they have iilso 
favored somewhat tho growth of what 
was ovil. It is eminently necessary that 
we should endeavor to cut out tins evil, 
but let us keep a due sense oE proportion; 
let u» not In fixing our gaze upoa -the 
leaser evil forget tho greater good, Ihe 
evils ore real and some of them ore men- 
acing, but they are tlie outgrowth, not of 
misery or decadence, but of prosperity-- 
©f the progress of our gigantic industrial 
development. This industrial develop- 
ment must not be chocked, but side by 
aids with it should go such progressive 
regulation as will diminish tho evils. Wo 
should fail In our duty if we did not try 
to remedy the cvllB, but we shall succeed 
•olj it we proceed patiently, with prac- 
tical common sense as well as resolution, 
separating lite good from the bad and 
holding on the former while endeavoring 
to get ria of the latter. 

I>I3ALINQ WITH, TRUSTS. 

Corporations Should Be Managed Un- 
- tier Public Restitution. 

In my message to tho present Congress 
at its first session I discussed at length 
lbs question of the regulation of those 
Uc corporations commonly doiug an Inter- 
state business, often with some tendency 
to monopoly, which "arc popuhirly known 
at trusts. Tho experience of tho past 
year. has emphasized, In my. opinion, the 
aTeairabillty of the steps I then proposed. 
A fundamental requisite of Bocial efll- 
rieney l» n high standard of individual 
energy and excellence; but this Is. In un 
■ visa inconsistent with power to act In 
combination for nima which cannot bo 
well be nchicved by tbo Individual acting 
alone.. A fundamental base of clvillzii- 
tion is the inviolability. of property; but 
this is in no wine inconsistent with the 
. right of aoctcty to regulate the exorcise of 
, lbs artificial powers which It confers up- 
on" the owners of property, uuder the 
name of corporate franchises, In such a 
way SB to, prevent tho misuse of these 
'powers. ' Corporations, and especially 
combinations of corpora lions, should be 
.managed under public regulation. Expe- 
rience has shown that under our system 
•f government the necessary supervision 
cannot be obtained by State action. It 
mast therefore be achieved by "national 
action. Our aim is not to do away, with 
corporations; on the contrary, these big 
aggregations n'ru nil Inevitable" develop- 
ment of modern' industrialism, and the 
effort to «Jestroy"*tbcni would be futile un- 
less accomplished In ways that would 
work the utmost mischief- to the entire 
bony politic. Wc are not hostile' to them; 
wa are merely determined that they shall 
a* so brindled us to subserve the, public 
food. Publicity can do no harm 'to (tie 
honest corporation; and we need not bo 
•rertender about sparing the dishonest 
corporation. 

la curbing and regulating the combi- 
nations of capital which nro or mny be* 
come Injurious to the public we must bo 
careful not to utop tbo great enterprises 
. which haro legitimately reduced the cost 
mt production, Dot to abandon the place 
which our country has won in the lender* 
ship of the International industrial world, 
not to strike down wealth with the result 
*f closing factories and mines, of turning 
(ha wage worker idle In. the streets and 
Hearing tbo fnrmcr without n market for 
what he grows. Insistence upon. the !m- 
isossibla means delay in achieving the 
possible, exactly ns, on the other hand, 
ttte stubborn defense alike .of what is 
good and what is bad In the existing sys- 
tem, the resolute effort to obstruct nny 
attempt at betterment, betrays blindness 
la the historic truth that wise evolution 
Ss tbo sure safeguard against' revolution. 
Interstate Commerce, 

No more Important subject can come 
'kef ore the Congress than this of the regu- 
lation of interstate business. This conn- 
try cannot afford to sit supine oh tho plea 
, ... ahat'undcr our peculiar system of govcrn- 
■tnt we are helpless- In' the presence of 
g tt*> new conditions, nnd unable to grap- 
* rfa with them or to- cut out , whatever of 
evil has arisen in connection' with them. 
The power of the Congress to regulate 
oalerstntc commerce la an absolute and 
iflaaualLncd grant,' and -without llmita- 
nbas other than those prescribed by the 
cmstttutlnn. 

I believe thnt monopolies, unjust dln- 
-trhulnullons, which prevent.. or., cripple 
'rampetltlon, -fraudulent' ovorcnpitalbui- 
ffian, nnd oilier evils lh trust orgnifixa- 
Ifeas and practices. whlcli injuriously of- 
fset Interstate trade can be prevented un- 
<ntr the power "of the Congress to "rcgu- 
*ite commerce with foreign nations and 
among lite several States" through regu- 
asUons and requirements operating dl- 
-"^ocetJy upon such commerce, tho Instru- 
astatalltvea thereof, and- 1 those, en'guged 
fierciu. / ■ , '

tfarw„ to the'. passage : of a law reasonable 

; "Halts provisions and effective la Its op- 

iftsntlons, upon which tho Questions can be 

. * SfiasUy adjudicated that now rnlso doubts

■■-, . amendment. If it prove Impossible to ac- 



complish tho .purposes above eot. forth by. 
such a : law, - then; assuredly, wo should 
not ehriuk from 'amending the constitu- 
tion so: as' to/ secure beyond, pcrad ven- 
ture tho power sought- 

' To:En'forcb Anti-Trust Jjitvr- 
Tho Congress has not; heretofore made 
nny 7 appropriation for the better enforce- 
ment- of tho '. nntl-tniBt law ob ' it now 
h tu nd a, Very much lias been done by the 
department of justice In securing the en- 
forcement of this law, but much more 
could' be done if Congress 'would make a 
special -appropriation, for this purpo4C, to 
be. expended under the direction ofthe 
Attorney GcricraL - 

One proposition advocated has been the 
reduction. of the tariff hb. n menna of 
reaching thobvlls of the- trusts -which 
fnll within tho category I have described, 
Nat merely' would" this bo wholly 'In effec- 
tive; but tho diversion of our efforta In 
s u dm direction would mean the abaiidon- 
nicnt of all Intelligent attempt tu do 
away with, those evils, arany of: the 
largest corporations, many uf those whlcli 
should certnlnly bo Included In any pro- 
per scheme of regulation; would' not be 
affected In tho slightest degree "by" a 
ebnuge In the .tariff, save ns such change 
interfered with the cenerol prosperity of 
tho country. Tho question of regulation 
of the trusts stands apart from the ques- 
tion of tariff revision. 



CONCERNING TUli TARIFF. 

1 
Fitful and Radical Chnnges Declared 
Undesirable. 

Stability of economic policy must^, al- 
ways bo the prime economic need of 'this 
country. This stability should not bo fo's- 
slllzation. The country line acquiesced In 
the wisdom of the protective tariff prin- 
ciple. It Is exceedingly undesirable that 
thin system should be destroyed or that 
there should be ' violent and radical 
changes therein. Our , past experience 
shows thnt great prosperity in this coun- 
try has always' coma under a protective 
tariff; and that the country cannot pros- 
per under fitful tariff changes, .fit short 
Intervals. Moreover, If tlio tariff laws 
as n whole work well, and If busings 
has prospered uuder them and hf pros- 
pering, It is better to' endure- for n time 
Blight Inconveniences and Inequalities in 
some schedules than to upset business by 
too quick and too radical changes. . It is 
most earnestly, to bo wished thnt we 
could treat the tnrlff-from tho standpoint 
solely of our business needs, Unquestion- 
ably these busEueBs interests will best be 
served If together with fixity of principle 
as regards the tnrlff wc combine n sys- 
tem which will permit ns from time to 
time to mnke the necessary reap plication 
of the principle to the shifting national 
needs. We must take scrupulous care 
that the ronppllcatlon shall be made in 
such a way that It will not amount to a 
dislocation of our system, the mere threat 
of which (not to speak of tho perform- 
ance) would produce paralysis In tho 
business energies of the community. The 
first consideration In making these 
changes would, of course, beto preserve 
the principle which underlies our whole 
tariff" system — that 'Is, tho principle of 
putting American business Interests nt 
least on n full equality with interests 
abroad, and of always allowing n sudl- 
clont rate of duty to more than cover 
the difference between the labor cost here 
and abroad. The well-being of tho wage 
worker, liko the well-being of tho tiller of 
tbo soil, should bo treated as an essential 
in shaping . our whole economic policy, 
There must ; never be any change which 
will Jeopardize the standard of comfort, 
the standard of wages of tbo American 
wagn worker, . 

One way In which the readjustment 
sought can bo reached is by reciprocity 
treaties. It Is greatly to bo desired that 
such treaties may be adopted. If It prove 
Impossible to ratify "tho 'pending treaties, 
and* If there seem to bo no warrant for 
the endeavor to execute others, or to 
amend the pending treaties bo that they 
can be ratified, then tbo" same end— to 
secure reciprocity— should bo met by di- 
rect legislation. 

Advocate* a,- Tariff Commission, 

Wherever tho tariff conditions are uueh 
thata needed change cannot with advan- 
tage be made by tho application of the 
reciprocity Idea, then it can be mndo, out- 
right by a lowering of duties ou a given 
product If possible, such.chango should 
be made only after tho fullest considera- 
tion by practical experts, who "should 
approach, tho subject from - n. business 
standpoint, having in view both the par- 
ticular Interests affected and tho 'commer- 
cial well-being of the people as n whole, 
The machinery for providing such careful' 
Investigation can readily lie supplied. The 
executive department has already at its 
disposal methods of collecting facts, and. 
figures; and if the Congress deal res addi- 
tional consideration to ■ t hn t wli icli will 'be" 
given the subject by Its ''own committees", 
tli en a commission of business experts 
can bo appointed whose duty it should bo 
to recommend action by tho Congress af- 
ter a dellbernte nnd scientific examina- 
tion of-tho various schedules as they are 
affected by the changed and changing 
conditions, 

The cases In which the tnrlff can pro- 
duce a monopoly, ore so few as. to consti- 
tute on Inconsiderable factor ta the ques- 
tion; but of course . if In any case it be 
found thata given rate of duty docs-pro- 
mote a monopoly which works 111, no pro- 
tectionist would object to such reduction 
of .tho duty at would equalize competi- 
tion. 
.- * Would Remove Tariff on Coal. 

In my judgment, tho tariff onantlirn- 
clte coal should bo removed, and anthra- 
cite put actually, wllre It now Is nomi- 
nally, on the free list. - This "wpuld hnvo 
no effect at all save lii crises; but In crises 
It might ba of service to tho people, 

'Hunk I riff and Currency. 
. Banks arc the natural servants of com- 
merce, nnd upon them should bo placed, 
as far as practicable, the burden of fur- 
nishing nnd maintaining a circulation 
adequate-- to supply the needs of our di- 
versified industries nnd of our domeflllc 
and foreign commerce; nnd the lssuo of 
this should be-so regulated that n suffi- 
cient supply should be always available 
for tho tauslneaa inteEOabvof the country. 

It would ba both unwise nod unneces- 
sary, at this' time to attempt to' recon- 
struct our 'financial system, .which has 
boon the growth of a century; hut nomc 
additional legislation: la, I -think, desira- 
ble. It Is suggested that nil future. legls* 
lotion on tho, subject should be with tho 
view of encouraging the use of such in- 
strument alitles as will automatically sup-

THE PRESIDENT'S PRINCIPAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 



PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S message to Congress Is lc»3 voluminous 
than those of muriy of hla predecessors, containing In full only about 
' 12,000 words. It may be called n coucleo nnd on the whole nn optl- 
r mistic document, 'The President congrntulntcs tho country on tho pre- 
vailing prosperity, nud he assures us that while the prosperous wave 
will recede nnd nt tlrhos : there will again come periods of depression, tho 
tide will continue" to ndvnnce. 'No country, he says, has ever occupied n 
higher plauu of material well-being than ours at tho present moment, and 
he- predicts that the American people will permit. of no national retrogres- 
sion. 

The President In dealing Willi the trust question holds that corporations, 
and especially combinations of corporations, should bo managed under public 
regulation. Capital, he says, has the right to combine for Us own protection 
and'for development nlong Industrial lines, nnd that labor has equal rights. 
But that when cnpltul has combined to such nn extent as to stifle competi- 
tion the hi w-in nliing power should remedy such a condition, nnd If labor In 
combining interferes with the rights of others or with tho welfare of the, 
geuernl public such coinblnntlon must likewise bo, regulated by law. He 
urges .Hint any defects la the existing law should bo eradicated nnd tho 
power given the Depnrlment of Justice to accomplish the real reforms tho 
InwmnltcrH- intended when legislation regulntlng tho trusts was enacted. 

The President lays some stress on tho need of conservative tnrlff legisla- 
tion, which, while not attacking the foundation upon which the Republican 
policy of tariff for protection Is built, will remodel It to" meet new conditions 
and remove any evils that the prolonged Imposition of present tariffs mny 
havo caused. 

The foreign relations of this country arc- reviewed .in a very brief nnd 
formal manner. Ko I ntcrn a tfonal' question Is pending In whlcli this country 
Is vitally Interested. There is not a cloud on the horizon, the President says, 
but ho- advocates provision for n thoroughly efficient navy to Insure a con-, 
ttnunnco of this stale of.nffnlrs, 

On Cuban reciprocity tho President stands precisely where his predecessor 
stood on this .question. He favors nnd urges .the largest possible measurer 
ment of trade reciprocity and pnys-partleuinr attention to the Implied pledges 
of this government to sec to It thnt Cuba was put upon her feet In a business 
as well ns a politico I. way, and not until Unit has been done through a 
measure of reciprocity will' the duty of this government toward Cuba havo 
been done. 

The unusually InrgO Immigration to this country during tho last fiscal year 
and the great proportion of undesirable immigrants thnt have Bought nnd, In 
some cases, secured entrance to this country impels the President to recom- 
mend corrective legislation aloug I ho lines laid down by tho present ad- 
min 1st rat Ion of the Immigration office. 

Tho strengthening of the civil-service receives tho approval of tho Presi- 
dent, nnd tho recent signing of the contract with the Pacific Cable Company 
Is referred lo ns. another step toward the advancement of the .Interests of 
Ibis country In tho Pacific Ocean nnd tho far East 

The president refers to. Congress' hnvjug nlrendy wisely provided that we 
shall at once, build nn Isthmian canal, If possible at Panama. lie reports 
that u good title can be acquired from the French Panama Cnnnl Compnny, 
and tells that tho negotiations with Colombia are still pending. 



The canal -will be of great benefit to 
America, and ot . Importnuce to all the 
world, It will be of tnlvniiiflgo to us In- 
dustrially and nlso as improving our mili- 
tary position. It will bo of advantage to 
the countries af tropical America. It Is 
earnestly to bo hoped (list all of these 
countries nil] do as some of them have al- 
ready done with Blgnal, success, and will 
Invito to tbelr shores commerce by recog- 
nizing that stability, 'and. order are tbo pre- 
requisites of successful -levclflpmont. 
A Pacific Cubic. 

During the fall of 11K11 a communication 
was nddresned to -tho Secertnry of State, 
asking whether permission would be grant- 
ed by the President, to a cernutaKon'to Iny 
a cnble from a point. on the California const 
to the Philippine Islmln by wny or Hawaii. 
A. statement of conditions or terms upon 
which such corporation would undertake 
to lay and operate a cnbtc was volunteered. 
The Congress ndjourned without taking any 
action, leaving the matter la exactly the 
same condition In which It stood when the 
Congress convened. 

Meanwhile Hid Commercial Pacific Cable 
Company bad proceeded with preparations 
for laying Its cable. It nlso made 'applica- 
tion to ttic President for access to and use 
of soundings 'taken by the United Slates 
steamer Nero, for tho purpose af discover- 
ing a practicable route for a tratis-Paclflc 
cable. Pending consideration of this sub- 
ject. It appeared Important and deslnible to 
attach certain conditions to (he permission 
to examine and use the soundings, If It 
should he granted. These conditions pro- 
scribed, among other things, a maximum 
rate for commercial messages nnd thnt the 
company should construct a Hue from (he 
Philippine Islands fo China, there being 
at present, ns Is well known, a Urltlsh Hue 
from Manila to ftong Kong. 

The- representatives of the cable company 
have, however, at length acceded to those 
conditions, nnd nn all- American line be- 
tween our Pacific coast and the Chinese 
empire by way of Honolulu nnd tho Philip- 
pine Islands Is. ihus provided for and Is 
expected within a fow months to bo ready 
for business. - • .

Hen eli Unilt of Advisability, 
On July A last, -on the 1201 lr- anniversary • 
of tho Declaration of Independence, peace 
and amnesty were promulgated In the 
l'lilllpplne Islands, Some trouble has since 
from time to time threatened with tho 
Mohammedan Moron, hut with itio late In- 
surrectionary Filipinos tlio war bas.eutlrcly 
ceased. Civil gavernmenf has 'now 'boon 
Introduced, Not only dies each Filipino 
enjoy such rights to life, Ithertr, nnd the 
pursuit of happiness ns he has never before 
Unowu during- the recorded history of the 
Islands, hut the people tatceo as. a whole 
now enjoy a measure of self-government 
greater tnnp' that granted to ony other 
Oriental by/nny foreign power nud greater 
thnn that enjoyed by any olher Orientals 
nnder their own governments, save the 
Japanese alone. We have not gono too fur 
In grant lug these rights of liberty and scir- 
gavvrument; but we have certainty gone to 
the limit that In Uio Interests or the Philip- 
pine people themselves It was wise or Just 
to go. To hurry matters, to go faster than 
wc nro now going, would entail calamity on 
tho people of the Islands. No policy ever 
entered Into by the Amerlcno pcopla has 
vindicated Itself la more signal manner 
thnn-the policy of holding tho Phlirnplue«. 
The triumph of our arms, above all the 
triumph of our laws and the principles, has 
come sooner than wc had ony right to ex- 
pect. Too much praise cannot be given lo 
the army for What It bns dona In the I'blll;^

Both kinds ot federation, capitalistic and 
labor, can do. much good, and as a neces- 
sary corollary they can both do evil. Op- 
position to each kind of nrgnnlxntfon should 
take the form of oppniltloa to whatever Is 
bad In the conduct of any glren corpora- 
tion or union— not of attacks upon corpora- 
tions as sach-nor upon unions as such, for 
some of ' the most far-reaching beneficent 
work for our people has been accomplished 
through both corporations and. unions.

'must-refrain from Arbitrary or. tyrannous 
Interference with the rights of others, ! Or- 
ganlied capital nnd organised -labor alike 
should remember that tutho long run the 
Interest nf each must be brought Into har- 
mony with the Interest of tlio general pub- 
lic; and the conduct of each must conform 
to the fundamental rules of obedience to 
the law. of individual freedom, and of jus- 
tice nnd fair dealing toward all.

CUBAN BEC1PHOCIT1V 

Treaty with the Island Republic Boon 
to -Be Bnbiulttcd, ' * 

I hope s6on to submit to the Senate s 
reciprocity treaty. with Cuba, On May 20 
last the. United States kept Itw promise to 
the Island* by formally vacating, Cuban- matt 
and turning Cuba over to those whom' her 
own people bad chosen as the first ofaclala 
of the now republic. . 

Cobs lies at our aoors, and whatever af- 
fects nor Cor good or for 111 affects us also. 
Bo much have our people felt this that In 
the riatt amendment we definitely took 



the ground that Cuba must hereafter have 
closer political relations with us than with 
any other power. Thus in a sense Cuha 
has become a part ot our International po- 
litical system. ' This makes It necessary 
that In return aha should bo given some of 
the benefits of becoming port Of our eco- 
nomic system. It Is, from our own stand- 
point, a short-sighted and mischievous poli- 
cy to fall to recognize tills need. 

\V» should always fenrlcssiy Insist upon 
our rights In the face of the strong, nnd 
we should with ungrudging bond do our 
generous duty by ihe weak. I nrgo tho 
adoption of reciprocity with Cuba not only 
because It Is .eminently for our own Inter- 
ests to control the Cuban market and by 
every means to foster our supremacy In 
tho tropica] lauds and waters south of us. 
but also because we, of the giant republic 
of the north, should nmko all our sister na- 
tions of the Amerlcau continent feel that 
whenever they will permit It we desire to 
show ourselves disinterestedly and effect- 
ively their friend. 

A convention with Croat Britain has been 
concluded, which -will be at once laid bo- 
fore the Senate for ratification, providing 
for reciprocal trade arrangements between 
tho United States and Newfoundland 'on 
substantially the lines of the convention 
formerly negotiated by tha Secretary of 
State, Mr, IJlfllue, I believe reciprocal trade 
relations will be. greatly to the adrantngo 
of both countries. 

." The Hague Tribunal. 

Wherever possible, arbitration or some 
similar method should he employed la lieu 
of war to sefTle difficulties between civil- 
ised notions, at though as yet the world has 
not progressed sufficiently to render It pos- 
sible, or necessarily desirable, to Invoke 
arbitration In every case. Tho formation 
of the. International tribunal which sits at 
The Hague Is an event of good omen from 
which great consequences Tor the welfare 
of all mankind mny sow. 

It Is n matter of sincere congratulation to 
our country that the United States nud 
Mexico, should have been tho first to use 
tho good offices of Tho Hague court. Thla 
was done Inst summer with most satisfac- 
tory results In the case of n claim at Issue 
bctwn ut and 'o ur sister, r epublic. 

T1IB ISTHMIAN CANAL. 

Wilt Be the Greatest Kim!iiccrIit K Pent 
Yet Accompli abed, 
Tho Congress baa wisely provided that wo 
shall build nt onco nn isthmian canal, If 
possible nt Panama, The Attorney General 
reports thnt -Wo can undoubtedly acquire 
good title from the French Pa ua ma Canal 
Company i Negotiations nro now pending 
with Colombia to secure her. assent to our 
building tho canal. This cauol will ha one 
of the greatest engineer tux feats of tho 
twentieth century; a greater engineering 
feat than- has- yet been accomplished. dut< 
Ing the history of mankind, Tbo work 
should he carried out as a continuing policy 
without regard to change of administration; 
and'" It should be begun uuder circum-

Constructive Etatcamttn»Hlp. 

Taking tha work of the army and the 
civil authorities logcthcr, It mar be ques- 
tioned whether anywhere else lu modern 
times the world has seen n better example 
of real constructive statesmanship than oar 
people have given In the Philippine Islands. 
Illgb praise should alio be given those 
Filipinos, In the aggregate very numerous, 
who hare accepted the new conditions and 
Joined with our representatives to work 
with hearty good will for the welfare of 
the Islands, 

The army has been reduced to the mini- 
mum ntlotved by law, It Is very tmnll for 
the kIm of the nation, and most certainty 
should ba kept at the highest point of ef- 
llolency. Tho senior officers nro given scant 
clmpce nnder ordinary conditions to exer- 
cise commands commensurate with tholr 
rank, under circumstances which would tit 
them to do their duty In tlrao-af actual 
war. A system of maneuvering our army 
In bodies of some little size has been be- 
gun and should > ba steadily continued. 

Tho measures providing for the reor- 
ganization of tho initttlo system nnd f6r 
securing tho highest efficiency in the na- 
tional guard, which has nlrendy passed the 
House, should receive prompt attention and 
action. 

Niiviil Mumcii vera and Their Object. 

For tho first time In our history naval 
maneuvers on a larjto scale are being held 
under tho Immediate command of the nd- 
ml rot of the navy. . Constantly Increasing 
attention Is being paid to the gunnery of 
the nan', but It Is yet far from what "It 
should be, I earnestly urge that tha In- 
crease naked for by tho Secretary of the 
Nnvy In the appropriation fat Improving 
Ibo marksmanship be granted. . 

Thcro should bo no 'halt in the work of 
building up the navy, providing every yenr 
additional fighting craft. We are a very 
rich country, vast In extent ot territory 
and great In population; n country, more, 
over, which baa an army diminutive Indeed 
when compared with that of any olher llrst- 
class power. We have deliberately made our 
own certain foreign policies which demand 
tha possession of n first-class flnvy. Tho 
Isthmlah Canal will greatly Increase the ef- 
ficiency of our navy If the nary Is of suf- 
ficient size; but it we have an- Inadequate 
navy, then the building of the canal would 
be merely giving a hostage to any power 
of superior strength. Tho Monroe Doctrine 
should be treated as tho cardinal feature 
nf American foreign policy; but It would bo 
worse than Idle to assert It unless we In- 
tended to hack It up, nnd It can bo backed 
up only by a thoroughly good navy, ,

The striking Increase In Hid revenues of 
tho postotllco department shows clearly the 
prosperity of our people and tho Increasing 
activity of the business of the country, 

The receipts of the pdstolllco department 
for Hie fiscal year ending Juno 00 last 
amounted to 511M,B-18.0 17.20, an Increase of 
f 10,210,803.67 over. the preceding year, tha 
largest Increase known In tho history of tbo 
postal service. The magnitude of this In- 
crease will best appear from the fact that 
the entire postal receipts for tho yenr 1800 
amounted to but |6,d1S,007, 

Iturnl frco delivery service Is no longer 
In the experimental singe; It has become a 
fixed policy. |The results following Its In- 
troduction- hnvo fully Justified the Congress 
lu tho tmga appropriations mado- for Its 
establishment and extension, Tho average 
yearly increase lu jiostotllce receipts I u the 
rural .districts ot the country Is nbutit 2 
per cent. We nro now able, by actual ru- 
sutlS, to show that where turndfree deliver 
suits, to show that where rural frco deliv- 
ery service bus been established tosuch nn 
extent no to enable us to make compari- 
sons the yearly Increase hna been upward 
ot 10 pee cent. 

On Nov, 1, 1003, 11,050 rural free deliv- 
ery routes bad been established nnd were 
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la -operation, covering about one-third of 
the territory, of the United' stm«s available* 
for rural frco delivery service.- There are 
now n walling the nclloiinf the department 
petitions and applications for the establish- 
ment of 10,748 additional ■ routes.'. Thla 
shows conclusively tho want .which the es- — - 
tnbllshment nf the !Bcrvlce bus met and 
the need of further extending It as rapidly 
ns possible. "'It Is Justllled both by the 
financial results and hy the practical bene- 
fits' to our rural pomihitfoti; It brings a tho 
men Who llvo on . the soil Into close rela- 
tions with tho active business world; It . 
keeps tho fnrmcr In dally touch with tha 
markets; It Is a potential educational 
force; It enhnnccs the value of farm prop- 
erty, iimkes fiirni life fur pleasunter nnd 
Icks Isolated, nud n-III'do much 'to check ' 
the undesirable current front country to 
city.

Ho tar as theyVare available (or agricul- 
ture, nnd lo whatever extent they umy.ha 
reclaimed uuder the nut I mini Irrigation law, 
the remaining public land* should he held 
rigidly for the homo builder, tho settler 
who lives on his land, and fur tin one else, 
in their net nut use tlio desert land law, Ilia 
timber and stone Inw, nnd the commutation 
clause of the homestead buv have been 
so perverted from the Intention with which 
Ibey were enacted us to penult the nc- 
qnlKltfon of inrge areas or the public do- 
main for other than net ml scl tiers nnd 
tho consequent prevention of settlement. 
Moreover, the approaching exhaustion of ' 
the pn hi Ec. ranges has ot lute led to much 
discussion as to the best manlier of using 
these puh lie Innds In the West which nre 
suitable chiefly or only for grazing.

Dr. Parker'fl style of preaching, was 
muclL criticised, but this served to In- 
crease his fumu'oiKi draw greater crowds 1 
to the temple. Three, years ago he at- 
tracted much attention to himself by his 
public ^disapproval of the sporting pro- 
clivities of the Prince of Walos, now 
King of Knglnud. Dr. Parker declared 
that the elevation of Edward would en- 
divnqcr the throne of Great Britain. 

When Henry Ward Becchcr died Dr.

Church for the pah-torn I e that afterward 
fell to Dr. Lyman Abbott, but he ;de- 
cllned.

That To the Aim of Gov. Joseph D, 
SuycrHf of Texas. 

Law-abiding people will commend the 
course of Gov. Saycra bf Texas, who 
proposcB that lynch law shall come to 
an end in his State. 
Ho will not strike 
at the lynchers, but 
at the oiHclth with- 
in whose . jurisdic- 
tion lynchlngs occur. 
The Legislature Is 
to bo urged to pnua 
n law holding -ac- 
countable any judge, 
or district' nttorncy 
who, through neg- 
lect, incompetence 
or sympathy .with 
the mob, allows n aov. 'V.'-.d.'bayxju 
prisoner to he taken 

from tho ofllcera of the Imv and lynched. 
Several such cases have occurred re- 
cently. 

There la no excuse for these lynchlngs 
on tlio ground that murderers or other 
criminals cscnpo through tho law. Dur- 
ing tho year twenty-throe prisoners have 
been tried for capital offenses nnd con- 
demned to death, nnd In only two cnaes 
have there been commutations, Within 
twonty months eighty-five men havo been 
condemned to death or life imprisonment 
In Texas. t . ( . 

Those who oppose lynchtnga call atten- 
tion to the fact that tt la progressive, 
going through an evolution of horrors. 
When tho mob first began work In Mis- 
sissippi IittchitiK jvn.8 done by a small, 
body of men, well organized, masked nnd 
on horseback, who rod o to the jail In 
tho middle of the night and compelled 
tho sheriff to surrender tho prisoner, Ho 
waa taken to tho nenrest tree and hang- 
ed. The next change, n needlessly bru- 
tal one, wnn nftcr hanging tha negro to 
have over? member of the mob flro a 
ride or pistol nt tho body. 

Later nil mnska; and Jlaguleca wore 
discarded arid the. mob performed "Ita 
work In' the open light of day- In tho 
very streets: of. .tho town nnd generally 
In front of tho court house, with no nt- 
,tempt nt concealment or secrecy. 

Finally bus como- tho burning nt tho 
atnkc, when the lynching la made a spec- 
tacle In which n laTgo part of the popu- 
lation . JohtB. Invitations are sent out
